Also Problem Abroad 


N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, March 22.—lIt is not surprising that 
the used car presents a more or less serious problem 


in evéry foreign market where 


very long. 

Consequently, 
increasing, H. O. Smith, chief of 
the automotive division of the De- 
partment of Commerce, declares in 
making public reports from various 
countries. 

“Joxperience and conditions vary 
materially with the various coun- 
tries," Mr. Smith said. ‘In some 
the used-car problem has not be- 
come serious, and the situation has 
been kept well in hand, while in 
other instances the situation has 
become sufficiently demoralized to 
interfere seriously with profits and 
has a direct effect on sales.” 

Canadian dealers are making 
considerable headway in keeping 
the used-car situation under ob- 
servation, Mr. Smith pointed out. 
The Toronto Automobile Trader 
Association has inaugurated a 
plan for the publication of a 
“Used Car Market Report,” list- 
ing twenty-six makes, covering 
models from 1922 to 1926, in all 
of the Toronto newspapers. 

This advertising campaign is be- 
ing continued for six months. The 
purpose is to provide data which 
dealers may show to customers 
wishing trade-ins on new car sales, 
and which will assist them to con- 
vince prospects of the market value 
of the old cars. 

A report from Cuba indicates 
that there has been a noticeable 
decline in trade-ins, and the situa- 
tion seems to be somewhat better 
than it was earlier in the year. In 
Mexico dealers are having trouble 
with trades of low-priced models. 
One dealer with approximately 
fifty used cars of this type reports 
sale of about five cars a month. 
With the higher priced cars the 
situation is somewhat better, the 
report states. 

A public auction salon, with auc- 
tions every Sunday, has been in- 
augurated in Paris as a means of 
relieving the used-car congestion. 

In the Irish Free State, motor- 
ists have been keeping their cars 
until they are no longer service- 
able, but in recent months there 
has been an increased tendency 
for trade-ins. Dealers in New 

Zealand are finding increased 

difficulty in disposing of cars ac- 
quired in trades. 

Estimates of new sales in The 
Netherlands involving trade-ins run 
from 85 to 95 per cent., and as a 
result some dealers have realized 
the folly of too liberal allowances 
on used cars and have adopted a 


policy of allowing only what they 


hope to obtain on resale.

Also 
the low priced French cars have 
a high ratio of depreciation and 
on which it is difficult to obtain 
more than 40 per cent. of the 
original price after 4 car has 
been run a year, or about 10,000 
miles.

HEN Alfred Reeves, general manager of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, was in Detroit to 
address the Detroit Real Estate Board, he said some things 
ithat brought a round of cheers from the realtors assembled. 

As a student of traffic conditions, Mr. Reeves handed 
out some plain facts. He noted that limitations of city 
streets are the chief sales resistance in business and added 
that congestion in urban centers is chiefly caused by inade- 
quate outlets through the suburbs. 

In building for the future, the speaker urged the estab- 
lishment of subdivisions with adequate highway provision, 
parking space for motor vehicles and freedom from grade 
crossings. 

“Transportation,” said Mr. Reeves, “is considered sec- 
ond only to land itself in sustaining life, but it ranks first in 
sustaining civilization.” 

Touching the outlook for 1927, he said that while the 
total production could hardly be expected to exceed the peak 
of 1926, when 4,460,000 vehicles were produced, the current 
year’s output would not fall materially below this figure. 
The export market is relied upon to absorb an increasingly 
large percentage of American production, with 625,000 
vehicles as the estimated export volume for 1927. American 
|made motor vehicles are now being exported to ninety-two 
foreign countries, and steady expansion of overseas activi- 
‘ties is a definite part of the N. A. C. C. program.

\suggests the limitation of high buildings in congested areas,

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NEW TARIFF IN 
CANADA IN FORCE 


Import Duty Drawback 
Of 25% on Motor 
Parts Explained 


Special from A. D, N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, March 22.—New 
regulations established by the 
Canadian Department of Customs 
and Excise regarding payment of 
a 25 per cent. drawback of the 
import duty provided for under 
tariff item 1,055 on materials, 
including parts, used in the 
manufacture of automobiles and 
chassis, were made public here 
today by H. O. Smith, chief of 


the automotive division of the 
Department of Commerce. 
The tariff item states that all 


parts are subject to a 25 per cent. 
drawback provided that before 
April 1, 1927, no drawback shall 
be paid unless at least 40 per cent 
of the cost of producing the fin- 
ished article has been incurred in 
Canada, 

On and after April 1 no draw- 
back shall be paid unless at least 
50 of the of that 
car or truck has been incurred in 


per cent. cost 


Canada. Regulations for deter- 
mining whether at last 40 per cent. 
or 50 per cent. of the cost of pro- 
duction occurred in Canada are as 
follows:— 

1. The cost of producing the 
automobile, truck or chassis shall 
be held to include the total factory 
or works cost (material, labor and 
factory overhead; also that portion 
of the administrative expense that 
is applicable to the manufacture 
of the automobile, truck or chassis, 
but not including sales or advertis- 
ing expenses). 


2. Import materials entering 
into the cost of an automobile, 
truck or chassis shall be held to 


include materials imported by the 

motor vehicle manufacturer and by 

the Canadian source of supply. 
Material purchased py the motor 


vehicle manufacturer in Canada 
shall be classed as all-Canadian 
when the value of the imported 


material in the same is less than 
25 per cent. of the purchase or cost 
price, provided that the value of 
raw rubber and raw cotton, which 
are not and cannot be produced in 
Canada, may be disregarded when 
arriving at the value of imported 
material, 

The value fixed by the Depart- 
ment of Customs and Excise for- 
the collection of duty shall be 
deemed to be the basis of value for 
such imported mateyial. 

3. Seventy-five per cent. (75%) 
of the duty paid on imported ma- 
terial shall be considered as Cana- 
dian cost of producing the finished 
article. 

4. If the value of the imported 
materials as described in para- 
and 3 above be 60 per 
cent. or less before April 1, 1927, 
or 50 per cent. or less on and after 


April 1, 1927, of the cost of the 
automobile, truck or chassis, as 
ascertained in paragraph 1, the 
said automobile, truck or chassis 
shall be deemed to be entitled to 
the provisions of tariff item 1055 

5. Manufacturers intending to 
make claim for drawback under 
tariff item 1055 shall make affi- 
davit to the government declaring 
their intention to qualify on any 
model or series of models, and 
shall within six months thereafter 
submit proof satisfactory to the 
minister of customs and excise that 
they have actually qualified. As 
soon as the minister has accepted 
Proof of qualification on any 
models, the manufacturer may 
submit claims for drawback on the 


models so approved. 

6. Drawback may be payable on 
cars that qualify under the above 
regulations by taking 25% per 
cent. of the rate established by 
order in council governing cars 
exported, if the period of produc- 
tion of demestic and exported cars 
is the same.

Thitty New Cars 
Reach Memphis 
Via River Barges 
Memphis, Tenn., March 22.— 
Ten carloads of Nash and 
Chrysler automobiles recently 
arrived here by barge, having 
been brought down the Missis- 
sippi River in this manner from 
East St. Louis. The cars were |, 
shipped by rail to East St. Louis | 
from Detroit and Kenosha, Wis. 
The cars were consigned to 
local dealers, a saving of more 
than $10 per car having been 
realized by the shipping method 
followed.
